Created as a venue for 
non-mainstream audiences focus- 
ing on live music and djs, the 
Bronx was a major contributor in 
building the underground music 
scene into what is today. Now 
built into The Rev, Lush, and 
Therapy, it has become an intri- 
cate three-club complex where 
you can see a live band play in one 
room, hear the latest dance tracks 
in the next room, listen to classics 
in another, and then burn it off

This venue is now in danger 
because of an unprecedented 
attempt by several area hotels, a

City’s jazz scene alive and well, — low notes

here’s not much question that 
T=: live dates in clubs and 

concert halls, our festivals, and 
radio programming that is second 
to none in this country, if not on 
this continent, kept jazz and roots 
fans in this city in the loop over 
the past 12 months. 

However, it was a year that 
sparked some debate regarding 
perceived successes or failures of 
certain local music institutions, 
and if they need fine-tuning or, in 
some cases, a significant overhaul. 

The Jazz City Festival led the list 
in sparking such conversations 
after we witnessed what had to 
have been the weakest artistic 
line-up presented in the festival’s 
20-plus year history. That the list 
of artists was not up to snuff is 


going to happen from time to time, 


but when coupled with the lack of 
focus in terms of a site, and the 
embarrassment of Sir Winston 
Churchill Square as a hub, the 
result was a somewhat apathetic 
vibe from the ticket-buying public. 
Not that there weren't fine perfor- 
mances sprinkled into the pro- 
gram. Nicholas Payton’s Quintet 
with the incomparable Jeff Watts, 
Keb Mo's show at The Jube, 
Toronto’s NOJO ensemble and 
concerts from a deep pool of tour- 
ing Swedish avant-garde artists hit 
the mark. 

But this is the flagship for the 
jazz community, both players and 
followers, and when the buzz is 
fading something has to be done. 
My suggestion to give this festival 
a much-needed facelift is this:

What with the chocolate 
fetishism, and the general premise 
described above, I was expecting 
to be left unmoved by this frothy 
little exercise. I've come to distrust 
what has become a predictable 
recipe for an insta-feel-good film 
(iconoclast arrives in uptight com- 
munity; iconoclast flouts conven- 
tions and ruffles feathers; icono- 
clast makes use of special skill — 
usually culinary — and a natural 
zest for life to open everyone’s 
hearts). But, like the touch of chili 
pepper in Vianne’s chocolates, 
Chocolat adds a little extra some- 
thing to the mix. Instead of simply 
selling standard fare as sentiment, 
the film actually serves up a rare 
concoction: charm. 

Charm elevates simplistic con- 
flict and easy emotions into the 
reaim of fable, here. Dramatic real- 
ism isn’t really a question, though 
it’s certainly meant to appeal on 
that level. 

The quaint cobblestone setting 
and sweater-set and scarves cos- 
tumes create enough nostalgic dis- 





tance that we’re willing to accept 
that chocolate, of all things, might 
be an inflammatory presence in a 
confection-loving nation such as 
France. 

Such moral simplicity goes 
wrong in places — the main profli- 
gacy of the village is located in a 
drunken wife-abusing lout whose 
problem, it seems, is his unpol- 
ished, lower-class boorishness. 
The more civilized contingent of 
the community is never prone to 
violence, only closed-mindedness. 
Happily, the heart of Chocolat is 
with its female characters, who 
not only forge a woman-friendly 
support group but also bring a 
more nuanced valence to the life 
lessons the film offers. 

Juliette Binoche and co-star 
Lena Olin bring a gravity and sen- 
suality to beauty that is refreshing- 
ly uncallow; likewise, Judi Dench’s 
curmudgeonly grandma — she’s a 
rich, mellow presence. 

Johnny Depp makes an appear- 
ance as an Irish Gypsy with perfect 
facial hair; this romantic subplot is 
a bit of a low point, but it hardly 
matters.

esterns are not often tackled 
W:: the big screen these days 
which is a shame, for no other 
genre has ever proved itself so 
inherently cinematic.

Cole is a dull centre on which to 
build this film; he seems, well, too 
well-adjusted, lacking any of the 
inner demons that have made 
many a Western protagonist singu- 
larly compelling. 

Cole goes through the usual 
cowboy coming-of-age rituals — 
he falls in love, he kills a man, he 
loses his girl — but he appea 
equally at ease with each trans 
tion, and in this ease the film loses 


both edge and punch. Part of the 
problem could simply be Damon 
himself; he is competent in the 
role, but he lacks a manly pres- 
ence. Quite simply, Cole needs to 
be a man, and Damon is too obvi- 
ously a boy 

Furthermore, the film has no 
antaganism, no dichotomy to make 
it go. Outside of Cole, the charac 
ters are hastily sketched. 

They just blow by like tunble- 
weed in the wind, and any putative 
relationship Cole has with any of 
them falls flat. In the end, nothing 
is at stake in the film, and with 
nothing to lose or gain the film 
flounders. 

The first hour of the film is, in 
its own way, engaging enough to 
make up for later faults — such as 
the fact that the film goes

How to take the ‘die’ out of diet

ue to a string of killer assignments and an 
overall Jack of pep, I cleverly started my 
holiday weight-gaining in early November 
this year. 

I almost took it personally when I got a 
copy of Choice Menus Presents: Meal 
Planning With Recipes for One of Two People 
(MacMillan Canada, 156 pages, $26) by 
Marjorie Hollands and Margaret Howard, 
Published in cooperation with the Canadian 
Diabetes Association, the book is described as 
a menu-planning guide-book for adults in 
small households looking to watch their diet 
(due to diabetes or for weight control). 

Do | look like a person who needs to be 
watching his weight-a full month before 
Christmas? (The answer is yes, but don’t rub it 
in, okay!) 

Case in point: Margaret Howard visited 
River City and took a few minutes to sit down 
with yours truly and talk about her book. 

Howard notes that shifting demographics 
(divorce, later marriages, empty nest 
syndrome) means that more Canadians than 
ever are living in a one or two person 
household and are stymied when most cook- 
books start with servings for -six. “It’s so 
important to eat well no matter how few peo- 


ple are at the table. Our other rule was writing 
a book that had no long ingredient lists — a 
book where you can cook with what’s in your 
cupboard and buy products that you can use 
again.” 

Given their backgrounds as professional 
dietitians, both authors were aware of the 
great need for a hybrid product: a cookbook 
that allows you to create individual menu 
plans (there’s a four-segment mix-and-match 
section at the front of the book). “Marjorie’s 
clients always wanted individual menu plans 
but it’s impossible — you just don’t have time 
to do that when you're working flat-out.” 

A good year and a half from concept to final 
draft, the duo planned on putting together 30 
breakfast/lunch/dinner/snack combos that 
can endlessly be interchanged, “taking the 
guess work out of meal planning” once and for 
all. 

When asked for some simple Scooby 
Reyiew Gang sample tips of weight reduction, 
her first point was to stress that you shouldn't 
get anxious or fussing about “things you not 
going to eat again.” That kind of attitude just 
isn’t helpful, after all, it’s “not what you eat but 
how much you eat”. Howard, like many other 
professionals in the field, doesn’t have much 
time for the low-fat cult — “[m more the 


healthy eating, healthy lifestyle person, I've 
had it up to the eyebrows with the whole low- 
fat fad.” i 

The secret is taking charge of your diet and 
exercise. 

To achieve that end, Howard knew that 
they'd have to write a book that was as enter- 
taining to read as a novel to make sure people 
followed through with the book’s good inten- 
tions. “That's where the tips come in — I just 
love tips — they are what make recipes more 
interesting; what to do with the leftover toma- 
to pastes? Do I have to use kidney beans? Why 
is flax seed so. important today? What kind of 
nutritional value does this recipe provide?” 

Despite having written a very serviceable 
general cookbook, Howard herself rarely 
buys them. “I’m looking at speciality topics: 
New Year’s and year-long entertaining for 
example.” 

When asked for one last year-round weight- 
control tip, Howard had just one last word: 
moderation. 

“For example, Marg and I tell our readers to 
divide their plate at a buffet into sections and 7 
start by putting the biggest portion first (veg- ~ 
gies) and then put starch and protein next — 
smaller portions. That way you won't fill up 
on the richer, heavier food.”
